1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 : The prior arts of record alone or in combination does not 

clearly disclose a camera carriage comprising: said the means comprising gimballed 
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bearings of the housing with motors for swivelling and/or rotating the housing (4) about 
at least one first axis that is orthogonal to a longitudinal axis (6) of the carriage; and the 
two cameras being located on the same optic axis with identical respective and sharing 
a single lines line of sight in the respective operative states of the cameras.
